*r*HE PRESENT iituation in The Congo where the 
1 lives of some 800 white* sre being threatened 
by an unruly mob of # bloodthirsty and Communist- 
backed savages seems'to call for nothing lees than 
a quick return to some modernized form of the old 
but effective type of gunboat diplomacy by the West¬ 
ern powers. 

Any other tactics could well fail at this late date. 
Certainly Kenya Prime Minister Jotno Kenyatta’a 
mildly worded appeals to the rebel leaders "to do 
nothing inhuman to the civilians in their custody” 
has had tlttJe. if any, effect on the rampaging cut¬ 
throats. 

Nor should Socred ieader-eum-Liberal diplomat 
Robert Thom peon’s comforting view that the hostages 
are tat no danger from the rebel leaders be taken too 
literally. Ii* is as well aware as anyone ebe who 
has followed the tragic developments in The Congo 
that the rebel leaders are experiencing the greatest 
difficulties In controlling their followers. 

Tha best hope for the embattled white mlitfon- 
aries, teachers and diplomats and their families now 
Is that The Congo government forces spesrheaded by 
the once-condemned white mercenaries reach the 
re be!-control led Stanleyville area In time to effect 
their rescue. 

But whether this undent rength, ill-equipped 
column will be able to make Its objective in time 
against unknown odds and almost impenetrable coun¬ 
try In places remains seriously in doubt. 

Meanwhile, as far as the rest of the world can 
sea, the 16 go v e r nme n ts whose nationals are facing 
death—or perhaps wo r se— a ppear content to rfand 
and watch the drama unfold, despite the fact 
that among them an some of the most versatile 
and modem military powers in existence today. 

It cannot ba denied that if these 16 governments 
deckled to mount a rapid and massive military action 
in unison against the rebel stronghold, the hostages 
would have their freedom within a matter of hours. 
Perhaps even the threat of such action would have 
the same result. 

Such a move would, of course, result In much 
criticism from ardent nationalists and international¬ 
ists alike. But the alternative of taking the matter 
before the United Nations at this late date would 
simply be yet another exercise in futility. 

To the purists who would object to such punitive 
measures being taken in this day and age the answer 
must be that those to be acted against cannot ba 
regarded as anything but throwbacks to the stone age.

When defence policies chop and change as they 
do, when manpower ceilings) are lowered, raised, put 
back again perhaps, when some vehicles are suddenly 
withdrawn from service, there is bound to be confu¬ 
sion and over-supply in some directions It can't be 
easy to project future needs in all respects. 

But Mr. Winch properly wonders about the con¬ 
trol exercised in the requisitioning of military sup¬ 
plies and equipment, and no doubt there is room 
enough for better husbandry. Concern could with 
equal aptness be directed at the Crown Assets Cor¬ 
poration. 

This is the government agency which disposes of 
surplus service supplies and its reputation for selling 
at bargain prices seems to be well established. The 
air force tunics for example cost $6.50 each and they 
drew a bid of only 17 cents each. In another in¬ 
stance spare aircraft parts worth $900,000 were tend¬ 
ered for in a total bid of $75. 

Obviously the dealers who make substantial gain 
out of surplus military equipment regard Crown As¬ 
sets disposal as a rummage sale. If the agency was 
a tougher haigainer the public purse could be much 
better recouped. 

How astounding it is to learn that earlier some 
$.13,000,000 worth of surplus defence equipment had 
been sold for $786,000. That was a giveaway ex¬ 
ceeding in extravagance even the army's table linen. 
Better the surplus had been stowed than sold at such 
inordinate sacrifice. 

It looks as though Crown Assets needs an over¬ 
haul as much as do the armed services when it comes 
to raving defence monies.

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Plastic Vs. Clay 


the natural tendency wu to blame the 
plastic pot for my troubles, but a 
moment's thought convinced me that 
the fault was my own. The daily loss 
of moisture, through evaporation and 
drainage, was considerably higher in 
the clay pot; therefore the watering 
which would be normal and correct 
for the plant In the clay pot was far 
too much for the one In plastic, and 
on knocking this plant out of Its pot 
for examination, the bottom soli was 
found to be sodden, sour and stagnant, 
with consequent rotting of the root 
tips. 

* * * 

The whole trick in the successful 
use of plastic pots is to go easy on the 
water. Allow the plants to become 
sufficiently dry between waterings for 
some air to enter the soil. I think it 
pays to use a somewhat grittier and 
freer-draining soil mixture in plastic, 
and because the drainage holes In the 
bottom are usually smaller, it is a 
good idea to pick up the plant occa¬ 
sionally and poke a wire or a tooth¬ 
pick through the holes to clear any 
clogging. 

One other point I should mention: 
Plastic pots are much lighter than 
clay, and an overly tall plant In a very 
light pot may easily become top- 
heavy and come to a sticky end. 


plants is lack of air at the roots. Thia 
porosity, combined with the Mg drain¬ 
age hole, makes it almost impossible 
to kill a plant through over-watering 
unless, of course, water la allowed to 
remain In the saucer under the pot. 
saturating the soil so no air can enter.

There seems to be quite a swing 
to plastic flower pots these days, and 
some of the new designs are most 
attractive. They have quite a few 
substantial advantages: for instance, 
they are much easier to keep clean 
than the day pots, they look attractive 
- and I don’t think that even the roost 
ardent advocate of the clay pot can 
call them beautiful—and they come 
In square shapes, which meant there 
Is less waste space on the windowsill 
or greenhouse bench than with round 
pots. Plastic pots don’t harbor 
Insects or diseases, nor do they get 
any dirty grey mould on the outside 
walls. 

With all these virtues, why Is It, 
then, that the old fashioned clay or 
earthenwsre pot has been the stan 
dard container for plants for several 
hundred years* 
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I am bringing out these facts not 
with any idea of discouraging a 
switch-over from clay to the cleaner 
and more attractive plastic pots, but 
to point out that it la necessary to 
learn a whole new watering technique. 
Thia waa brought home to me In quite 
a dramatic fashion a couple of years 
ago 

1 had a couple of "Christmas 
Candle" plants grown from seed 
these are actually dwarf forms of the 
Mexican ChiM Pepper which carry 
their little pointed red pepper pods in 
upright fashion, looking like little 
candles. One was in a plastic pot 
and one In day, sitting side by side 
and receiving identical attention; but 
while the pepper plant bi the earthen¬ 
ware pot was bi thriving health, the 
one In plastic kept losing its lower 
leaves; as fast as a new leaf formed 
on top, a bottom leaf would turn 
brown and fall off. 

WKh both plants receiving the 
same amount of water and fertilizer, 


The big thing with the clay pot, 
outside of its low coat, is the porosity 
of its walls. Moisture seeps through, 
and the evaporation of this moisture 
tends to keep the roots cool; at the 
same time, air can enter the soil 
through the porous walls, and I might 
point out in passing that the most 
common cause of failure with potted
